OPINION 

1.1 This is a reference from the President ol India 
under Article 103(2) of the Constitution seeking the 
opinion of tlie Election Commission on the question 
whether certain sitting members of the present (8thl 
Lok Sabha have become sidqecf to disr[u;dification 
under Article 102(1) (a) of llie Consi ifution. 

1.2 riie aljove question arose on a petition dated 
fi-5-I987 of Shri Rapnclsr Kumar Jiiulal, tei'dciif of 
.33()3, KcMiruwalan, Pabarganj, Netv Dellii. fdcil be- 
lute tlie President in terms ol Article 10.3(1; ol the 
Constitution ol India. Tire netitionei alleged that 
mote than 100 sitting members of the present (Hth) 
Lok Stibba were' discpialified to beioUie membei-i ol 
the I.ok Sabha as tliey weic sifting memberi of the 
jirevious (7tii) I,ok Sabha at the tinu of their elec¬ 
tion to the present Eok Sabha in Deicmbet. 1981 
and wete tints holding ‘iifhce ol profit" itiid.M the 
floveinnieiiL within the meaning of aitide 102(1) 
(a) of the Constitution. He .ittncxed a list of lilO 
such sitting members of Ptcrliametit to bis aUires.iid 
lH‘tition (ttnnexed hereto as Annexuie 'V'). lie con¬ 
tended that by reason ol bolding the above ‘otluc ol 
profit’ the .saiil membets “were not compttetit to con¬ 
test the election.'' He tuither lonteiided tb it the 8th 
T.ok Sabha ronstitntcd with rlicse discpialiried mem¬ 
bers “is thus illegalK constituted and th? House be 
ordered to be ilissolved and such rrremlicts ol the 
8th Lok Sabhtt be ordereil to f)e dlsqualiritxl to main¬ 
tain the ptu'ity of Constitutiou.”

2. It is apparent li'oni flic petitioir ol Shri jiitdal 
that what lie contends is that the above mentioned 
sitting members of tire present Lok .Sabli.t were iMt 
competent to cotitest the elertion.s at csliiili i.hes 
have been clerted as they were allegedly snllcting 
from a disqualification at the time <.f their election. 
Thus, even if it he assumed for ihe .sake ol 
argument that the said members sultered Irom dis- 
(jualifieation. such a discjualification would b-j a pie- 
cdcclion cli.scpi.ilificaLion i.e.. :i disrjualific itron liom 
which tirey were sullering prior to, and at llis time 
ol. their election to the present Eok .Sabin. If is 
well .settled law that ib.; cjue.stion of stich pre 
election discjualificatioii can be i.iised onh by 
means of an election (lelition presented to the 
High Court in accordance with the piovisrons oi 
the Representation of the People Art. 1951, and the 
jurisdirtion cof fhc Pi'e.sident and tire Election Com¬ 
mission to inrjiiiie into such case of irvc-clec tiern 
disqualification does not arise under article 103(2) 
of the fConstitution. [.See in this connection the deci¬ 
sions of .Supreme Comt in Election (kimmission 
Saka Venkta Rao (19.5,3 SCR 11-11). Binti.laban 
Nayak Vs. Eileciiirn Commission f.KIR 1905 SC 
1892), Election Commission \'s. N. C, Ranga (VIR 
1978 SC lfi09), etc.] Therefore, the petitions cannot 
raise the above question before the President in 
terms of article 103(1) of the Constifutiem 

3. IV'bile rctcuning the present reference to the 
President with mv opinion to the above eirect, I 
would like to add that the cjucstion whether a nictiii- 
ber, of Pai'liament bolds ‘office of pi-ofit' veiJun flic 
meaning of article 102(1) (a) of tlie Constitution is 
(onrliisively defentiined by the Supreme Cuuit in 
their derision in the case of Bhagwati Prasad Dixit 
Chorewala Vs. Rajiv Gaiiclhi (^IR 108G SC 51.3.5). 
The Srrprcmc fiourt in that case held as under 

"It is no doubt true ttiai aiticle 102(1) ;.t) says 
tfiat i( a jrerson holds anv office of pi out 
under the Coveiiiinent of India or the (fov- 
enrrirent ol any State olhei than an o'fice 
declared by Parliament by law not to dis- 
cpiality ils holder be i.s clisqualilicd tor 
being cbosen as and for being a member of 
either House ol Parliament. Ihe question 
for consideration is whether the member¬ 
ship ot either House crl Parliament is such 
an olhre ot piofit, II what is contcncled by 
the appellant is correct there can be no 
meiitber of Pailiament at all because all 
members of Parliament arc entitled to ir 
ceive salaries and allowances as membei'. 
Article lOti of ihe Constitution expicsslv 
provides that members ol eithei House 
of Parliament slull be cutiilecl to leccivc 
such s’aJaiics and allowances ,m mu Irom 
time to tinre Ire deteimined b\ P.iili.i- 
ment bv law and, uniil piovision in th.d 
rcsjjc'it is so made, allowani’es at such 
rates and nporr such conditions .is vyeie 
immediately befoic the i omuiencienrenl ol 
the Constitution anplicable in the case ol 
members of the ConsliUieiU .\ssemhlv ol the 
Dominion of India. fUaus.e (a) ot arti< le 
102(1) and Artic'le 106 of the Constitution 
must be construed in a harmonious way

When those articles are so construed, it can¬ 
not be held that by l eceiving titc salaiy ami 
uUov^'antes payable to a menibcr of Pailia- 
iiient,' a iiieinbcr of Parliaiiiciit tvoidd be 
ilisqualilied lor being either chosen a' a 
nieinbcr of either House oi Parliament ot 
for tun tinning as a member ot either 
House of Parliament, In any et ent the 
membership ot Parliament is not an olhte 
untler tile Goveinment. So the tact that 
tile Fajk Sabha had not been dissolvetl on 
tlid date on which the election was held 
would not amount to a disqualiluaiion 'ii 
the case ol the lespondent v^/ho teas a meiii- 
bei ot the I,ok Sabha fur being a laudida e 
at the next gcneial election."
